'I'lio I'ru.sidoiit 
to day traiiamittod lo thu suimle a reply 
lo a resolution adopted on the 11th inai., 
.•tnd calling for some report from Ihcseo- 
lelary of state, together with aocunipaiiy- 
iii'_; correspoiidonco, in relatinii lo the 
i-'iiinesc treaty now pending rat ilieat ion 
by the Chinese empire. In bis letter 
I r.'iiisinittiiig the matter In tlu^ Prcsidoiit, 
Secretary I'aj'iiid says : "ll is |)iopoi to 
inform you that the subjects embraced in 
the treaty were alao elaborately discussed 
in personal interviews held by nie witb 
INIr, Chang Yen Hoot, Chinese minister, 
from time to time since his ai • 
rival in .April, ISSti, 15y refer 
onco lo my private nieiiiDianda 
of tlieso inlorviews tiled, tlmy^ionk place 
in this departnieiil on .laiiiiary 7tb. .laiiu- 
aiy liHtli, and April Ritli, 1887, and on the 
'S.hd, on which last-mentionod month Ihe 
minister sailed fur Siiuin. When he re- 
turned to tho United St^ates in tho mmitli 
of August following, ho did not renew bis 
n^sidonco at ibis capital for some iiioiiths 
aflorward. Tho subject of the treaty was 
roiiewed without delay. On May 2l8t 
last the minister sailed from New York to 
Peru, to which country hu was alao accre- 
dited as minister, and my last infortnatiou 
is to the oD'cct that he is now on his way 
from Lima to the United States. On 
.J uly Kith last 1 was called upon by 
Chang, who informed me that a cable- 
gram had boon received from the 
Chinese foreign otlice iiKptiring wlietbor 
any further aiiiendmouta could bo 
added by llio senate to tho pending 
treaty. In rojily, .Socretary liayard siiya 
he iiiforiiicd Chang that the treaty as 
amended by the senate was coiicluded and 
only awaited an e.\cliani.(e of rabilicalioiis 
to become binding upon lliu by-parties by 
proclaiiiatiou to ibaL ull'oct. I'robublytho 
most signilicant letter iu the corresijund- 
oiice is from the Chinese government to 
I'liited States Minister Denby, under 
dale of .January 12lli, 1S87, in which Iho 
altonlion of the United .States govern iiioiil 
is called lo the outrages coiuiiiittod upon 
Chinese laborers in llio I'liiled States and 
reminding the L'nitod States governniont 
that Chinese laborers in the United States 
are entitled by treaty to coin^ and go inb 
their own free will according to pro- 
tection rights, ]jrivilege.s, iiiiniuiiitios and 
u.\oinptioiis which aro accorded to eiti/.oiiH 
or Hulijects of a nation; that the Cnilcd 
States govennneiit issuoa certilicales to 
those ChincHe laborers who may desiro to 
leave for thoir homes or any other coun- 
try, thereby enabling them to return to 
tho United States in conformity with the 
treaty stipulations. The Chinese govern- 
ment state that the rocout outrages of u 
serious nature such aa driving Chinese 
from their Held of labor and places of 
abode and burning and inurdoriiig tlieni 
haa been roponteilly coiiiniitted, and local 
autlioritioa have not extended to thein 
tinioly protection, nor have they exerted 
llioniRolvos with bringing the perpetrators 
lo justice, and consoquently no jus- 
tice has been yet oblained in any 
of the cases, for which the siill'orers 
fool bitlerly grieved in thoir very bones 
and feel jiaiii I o tbiur hearts." Continu- 
ing, tho Cliiiioso antlmrities say, "while 
your (Joveriimonl professes to protect 
Cliiiioso laborers, thoy do not derive any 
substantial protection as demanded by 
their rights, China treats Americana 
strictly in confoiinity with treaty stipula- 
lioiis. but llio I'liilod .States treats Cliineso 
in such a iiiannor as if treaties were made 
for no purpose. Now Cbiiia, of lior own 
iiccord, proposes to usUiblisli a system of 
pi'oliibition so that those laborers who 
liave not boon to the Uiiitea States wilt 
bo alriclly prohibited from going thither. 
Now no Chineso laborer who ha.s ivtnrneil 

10 China fniiii tho L'nitod Slaloa, wlioiu ho 
has no iiroperly or family, will be allowed 
111 oo back lliitber loruii the risk of 
treading lui a grunnd of danger. In re- 
gard to tho Chinese laborers now remain- 
ing in tho United States, and that class of 
Chineso entitled by tho treaty to come 
ami go of ibuir own free will and aoeord, 

11 is hoped llioy will forever be troalod 
according t o treaty slipiilalions. " Tliosu 
are tho outlines, it is staled, of the plan 
proposed for llio prohibition of Chineso 
laborers, which was formally before tho 
department of state as « basis of further 
treaty negotiations. On January 12tli, 
1887, Secretary Bayard Hubmilled tii the 
Chineso niiiiistor a jin puHilioii "tbal for 
a period of tliirl.y yearw, begin- 
ning with tho date of exchange 
of nililicatioii of this coiivuntion 
the coining of or return to the United 
Slates of Chineso labdreni'; ishall be abso- 
lutely piobibitt'd, and if 'six inonlhs be- 
fore the expiration of said porioil of thirty 
years neither giivoriliiient should formally 
liave given notice to the other of an in- 
tention to treat tho projiosition, it is at au 
end. lint it Ih expressly understood that 
the provisions of tho convention siiall 
not aU'ect the right at pres- 
ent elijoyeil by the Chilio.so subjeclH 
being teachers, Htiiiluiits, niorcbanls or 
Iravollers for eniiosity or pleasure, but 
not laboiors, lo coniu to t lie I 'iiited StatiiK 
and losido thoroiii." In reply to this pro- 
position the Chinese iiiinisler .slated that 
ho also had Hovorul things which ho in- 
tended to propose, but could not under 
his insttuctions do so until- tho outrage 
casus wore settled. The correspoiidonoe 
explains at great length tho various muana 
taken to bring iiboiit Ihe linal nugotiatiolis, 
but throws no liglil wliatevur upon tho 
iiroaent status ijf tho treaty. , , „_.,^^^^ 
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liopHii tlmfc tlio .Uoiiiiiiiuii lloveriiinoiit, 
will do its share tcjwiirdH tlio (luvelopiiioiit 
of this industry. As Mr. Suimders' ex- 
]ioriineiiUil voyago wiis mailo aa uiucli in 
the public iuterost as in his own it is but

A FLOOD OF MITD. 
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A NEW ENTKRHRISK. 



Tho e.xperinientul voyaue to Queen 
Charlotte Islands made by iMr. H. .Ssini- 
dera' schooner Tlieresa, eoniniandod by 
Captain ()losoii,is likely to provo an epoch 
ill tiie history of liritiah Columbia. iMr. 
.SaiiuderH' object was to tiiid init tlio ex- 
tent of the black cod li ihery oil' the coast 
of those lalaiula. Tlio voyage was in al- 
most every respect a succeis. Captain 
Oleson found that this now valniible food 
fish ia abundant in tlie vicinity of Inskip 
Inlet and ho was inforniodby the Indians, 
who call tho tish "skil," that they are to 
be found all aloncr tho west coast of the 
group. The tishery may be called in- 
sliiire. The tish that ho caujjht, and they 
are splendid specimens, wore taken live i 
miles from tlie shore in U50 fathonis of 
w.ittu'. lna[)ector Mt)wat, in liis report 
on the deep sea lisiiery expedition 
aroinid the coast of British Col- 
umbia made in the Buinnier of 1880, 
aaya that in an interview with Father Bra- 
bant "1 learned from him that the Indians 
aoiuo time ago, used to catch 'skil' or 
black cod at a distance of about fifteen 
miles from shore, but thu tish wore so 
large and fat that they were almost nntit 
for food, and were seldinn brought home 
except for the purpose of extracting oil 
which they used for household purposes, 
as they ilo the oil of the Oolaclian." 
From this it would appear that the black 
cod bank is at least ten miles broad and 
between ono hundred and fifty and two 
hundred miles long. Mr. Mowat in the 
appendix to his report says, "Thoy range 
all the way from California to Behriiig's 
Sea, but the quality is better in S'inie 
localities then in others. At certain sea- 
Bona of the year they ire caught in luirbors 
of the Straits of different growth 
and ages. Their chief habitat 
is the deej) waters otf tho coast 
of ljueen Charlotte and Vancouver 
Islands, although they lay nearer the 
Queen Charlotte shore than that of Van- 
couver, which must be cm account of the 
depth of water." Mr. Swan, in his re 
jjcn t, says "the black cod are found in the 
deep water of Fuca Straits between Port 
uigeles and Cape Flattery, a distance of 
wie sixty miles, where thoy attain a large 
«ize nnd are highly esteemed as a food 
Ish." From all this it is certain tiiat tho 
black cod is distributud over a largo area 
uid as the exjdoratio'is have been liitlier- 
o exceedingly limited it is more than 
kely when tlie importanco of the lislier 
'S comes to he lietler appreciated other 
liiriks will be discovered. As the black 
.iod is a deep sea tiiih it may abound in 
places in which no one has thought of 
looking for it. But tlianks to the enter- 
prise of Mr. Saunders enough is now 
known to 'induce those who are 
intcrestud in the prosperity of British 
Columbia to begin to develo|)e this by no 
iiie.-iiis the least impcn-taiit. of its resources. 
The black coil lisherj', if the lish is as 
plenlifnl and is distributed over as large 
an area as present appearances indicate, 
will lie iin unfailing source of wealth to 
I'.iili.ili Columbia. TIioho who know whal 
till! tish is, and how easily accessible the 
waters arc in which it abounds, are of 
opinion that it is even more valuable to 
the Province thafi the aalnion. The lish 
is so nutritious and so finely flavored thai 
it will be sure to oroate a demand. for 
itself among the iish eaters of tho world. 
Dr. Swan in u letter to Mr. Saunders, 
written a little more tlnm a rnoiiMi ago, 
says; '1 predict that wliun the lish can 
be jmt on the markela of llie I'J.ist with 
the cei laiiil.y of a constant supply, that a^ 
soon as its delicious taste shall bo known 
to epicures, a lucrative trade is sure lo 
follow. The name given to tliia line 
lish is deceptive. It soniew hat resembles 
the codlish in aiipearance butin little else. 
- It is fat.and those who.havq ^ateii , it say 
that its 'flavor is' dalioious. iUjiliko thu 
salmon it is in season alf the year round, 
Vessels have not to go far out to sea to 
lind it and there are harbors all along the 
coast in which the tishcnnea can liiul 
Hhelterwhen the weather tlirciitons to be 
rough. The distance of the tialiing ground 
from Victinia is not great. Vessels can 
bo littcd out at this port and can readily 
return to it with their fares without any 
great loss of time. Altogotlior this i)laci 
cod lishory oflors a most promising liuld 
for tiio enterprise of tlie business, uioii of 
tho Province, and wo are glad to loam 
that several of them besides Mr. Snunders 
are already talking of litting oul 
vessels for the mw lisliury. It is to Le 



The earthquake hi .lapaii described by 
Mr. Henry Norman, tho travelling cor- 
lospondent of the I'ltll Mull Uautt,; wa.s 
a terrible convulsion of nature. It dif 
fered from ordinary volcanii' eruptions in 
that the matter thrown up by the siihter- 
raiiean forces was not lire and lava, but 
steam and mud. The country iu the vi- 
cinity of the mountain, which aooms to 
have been literally blown up, waa inhabit- 
ed. The unfortunate Villagers who were 
at one moment doing thoir usual work 
without a thought of danger wore the 
next overwhelmed by a soa of boiling 
mud. Mr. Normiiii with a few compan- 
ions visited the .scene of the disaster, and 
he thus desci ilies the opening in thet^artli 
causetl by this eruption of inud: 

Slowly anil caulioualy we .-ipproai-lied 
the eilge testing the mas.ses of niiid befon- 
us at every step. Al la.st, side by side 
and on our bands and kneoa, wo looked 
over. The mud wall. Upon the edge ot 
which we stood, sank straight down oul 
iif sight into the depths of the abyss ami 
actually shelved under iu^alli its so tluit we 
were suspended over the seething crater 
upon no stronger support than thu over- 
hanging mud, neither solid nor tenacious. 
l''or a thousand feet thu mud precipice 
rose atraiglit up to (un- fcot; tho crater 
from which it sprang was probablv a mile 
wide; from a dozen li;df-visilile opi'iiiiigs 
the steam was issuing with .-i noi.se of a 
distant waterfall, while the cliief orifice 
of the crater was altogelher hidden by the 
cloud of steam above it; ,ind whenever the 
v.ipor was dissipated for a moment we 
could see the liquid mud at tho bottom 
appaiently still seething iu groat disturb- 
ance and commotion." 

The area devastated by tlio Hood of iiuiil 
that issued from this iiioiiiitaiii .at ihenile 
of two miles a iiiinute, was thirty siiiiaie 
miles. .\s near as could bo aseerlaiiuil, 
it caused the death of MO people and 
destroyed a largo amount of property. 
The cause of the earthipiake and explo- 
sion was ap))arcntly pent up steam. Ii 
»vas as far as could be seen a boiler explo- 
sion on an immeiiso scale. What tlie 
forces aro that brought it i^bout, and ex- 
actly how they work, aceni to be beyond 
the ken of man. What is going on in the 
depths beneath our feet not even tho 
wisest can t"ll.

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SHERMAN'S WUOLNU. 



Senator Sherman's speech on the Presi- 
dent's retaliation policy was friendly in 
its tone. If the leading men of liia party 
had at an earlier day pursued tho con- 
ciliatory course tuw.ads Canada wliieh he 
reconinieuds, the fishery treaty would not 
have been rejected, and the I'residenrs 
singularly inconsistent m ssage wnuld no' 
havu been delivered. Thing's have I'oiiie 
to that pass now in the United SUitus that 
it is impossible to tell whether a public 
man's uttoraiicoa are the expression of his 
honeat convictions or are dictated by the 
policy of his party. It seems as if the 
nuijority of the Senate wore determined 
to take exactly tho o]>posite course of 
tliut taken by the President, no matter 
what that may bo. The President favorud 
the treat}', the Senate opposed it and de- 
inaiuled ret.aliat ion, When the treaty waa 
before the Senate, SiMi.itor Sherman op- 
posed its rutifieatiou, and found f'aull with 
the adiniiiistration beeauso it did not ])Ur- 
sue a policy of retaliation. The retalia- 
tion which the Senator advocated 
waa, it is true, very mild 
in its nature, but still it w is rotidiution. 
Now that tho E'reaideub haa changed frnnt 
and recommended retaliation, tho Senate 
apjiears ready to riglit-alu lUt -face and 
preach kindliness and forbear.uicc: tnwanls 
its Canadian neighbors. Senator Sliui - 
man would oven go as far in the w.iy of 
friendliness .as to gently woo C;tii;ela !o 
unite its dest iny wil li tl: ..t of llic (Ileal 
Ivepiiblie. lie judges, ,iud judge.s rightly, 
that harshness and uiiiH'iu'liboi liiK'ss will 
alienate the Canadian peojile and cause 
them to dislike the United States and its 
institutions, but he is mistaken if lu^ 
thinks that an accommodating tradi; puli 
oy will create in tho Canadian mind a de 
sire for annexation. Intelligent Cana 
diiins who are now watching tho progress 
of events in the United St.ite.s .see very 
litlle that is at I rael ive ill the working of 
its institutions. W'llc^ii tliey see Veiiei-.i- 
ble Sitiiatora who ought to be alio\ e pari y, 
whose only motive should be llu' widfare 
of the state, playing fast jiiid loo.so with 
great national c|ueslioiis, ami imperiling 
the peace of nations in ordor to pan 
dertothoprojuilices and traditional hal red 
of a class of voters they do not feel iu 
dined to join a nation whoso logislatoi.s to 
increase their chances uf obtaining place 
and jiower are ready to endanger the 
peace of I ho country. Thu Bpeclacle of 
the President himself lieeoiuiiig a great 
eleittioneering agent, and for the sake of 
keeping and gaining votes doing tliai 
which every man aeipiaintiid with tin! 
previous policy of his adiiiiiiistiatioii 
knows is opposed to his eoiivictlons of

He said that C.inadi.ins 
could allbrd to wAit in calin dignity and 
with self-respect for the action of their 
neighbors -across tho border. If the 
Americans shut their doors against the 
traders of Canada they can go on tr.idiiig 
as they do at |)re8ont, proving that (Jana- 
diaiis are as indepondont as any people in 
the w orld. 

'I'here is every prospect of the price of 
bread being high on both this and the 
other side of the Atlantic for the next 
nveh e months. Tho crop in Europe, 
except in Russia, is short. Croat I'.ritain 
requires about ono liundrod and aovonty 
milliona of bushels, and Franco aome 
eighty milliona. Tho croji iu the I nited 
States is hardly an average one, and Cana- 
da, with tho exception of Manitoba, is in 
liretty much tho same position. They 
both, bcnvever, may sjiare between them a 
liiindred million bushels. The estimated 
surplus of Russia and India is a hundred 
and twenty million bushels. So that tlie 
shortage, according to a rough calculation, 
is some thirty millions of bushels, taking 
into coiiaiiieratlon the aupply of Great 
r.iitam nnd France alone. With this 
prospect bofote them it ia not aurpriaing 
that tho speculators have raised tho |)rice 
of wheat.

On bis mTival he engaged in bu.s- 
iuuss for a abort time, and then went; to 
the Cariboo gold liolda, but oidy roiimiimd 
one season. Uoturniiig to Victoria, be 
established the Scotch House, Fort struct, 
which he carried on moat auccosafnlly up 
to the time of il.s transfer to his son and 
another a few weeks au'o. lie freiiuciitly 
visited the land of his birth in coniieetiuii 
with business, and one year ago last full 
made a lengthened vi.iit to his native 
place in Ivircudbrigbtahire. About one 
year ago the deceased was first taken 
seriously ill, but recovured temporarily, 
and attended to his ordinary business 
until his medical adviser insisted that he 
should altogether abandon it. He pos- 
si'ssetl a vigorous coiistitiition and clung 
teiiaeiously to life, and the latter was no 
doubt iirolougi'd by the hiving iiiid failli- 
ful atUuitions of his wife, who was constant 
in her attendance iiigbt and day, and de- 
voted her whole time to his comfort. 
Though at first sull'eriiig from an acute 
disease, be was For the past few months 
ftee from all pain, and retained conseii .ii.s- 
ucss up to almost the last hour. 

The deceased occupied a proiiiineol 
place in Victoria's business circles, and 
WHS idoiititiod with every movement lend 
ing to the progress of the city. He was 
also idontitied with ©very charitable ob- 
ject and was for manj* years the president 
nf (he Riiy.-il Hospital board, a iiositioii be 
held up to the time i>f bis lUtath. He was 
the leadiiii,' spirit in the .lubilee Hospital 
movement, aiid in fact was the lir.st to 
make the pro|ioHal. He .acted as chairman 
at its lirst meutiug and was chosen to pre- 
side at all its future deliberations, and to 
his oiiorgotie elliirts is greatly due the 
siicces:-! whicli has iitteiided that worthy 
i hariiy. Hit spent mu.di time ami money 
among all the charities, and the hatter 
will greatly miss his generous support. 
His many privat li charities will never be 
known but to thoso whx were bonetited 
tlieroby. 

The deeoiised was for several yoar.s a 
I member of the city council. He was alsci 
a justice of the peace, and frei|Uoiitly ne- 
I eiipied the lieliell. Ill his pnlilK- eajiaeil ies 
j lie was fearless of the world's opinnm, was 
clear and oiilspokeii, and ditvoid of 
duplicity. He was decided in his opinic uis 
and his aim was ever to do what w.is just 
and right. Ho dotoated anything tli.it 
had the semblance of meanness or ili.s- 
honesly, and endeavored in every way t<i 
! raise the st.andiird of integrity and nnir- 
[alily. He was a iiiomlier of the Pioneer 
Sneiety and of the .St. .\ndreus and (.'ale- 
doiiiaii Society, but was not eoniieeted 
with any of the frateiiial organizations. 

In the late Alex. McLean, V'ictoria loses 
one of its most valued citixeim, and both 
in his public and private capacity will ho 
be missed from among us. A beloverl 
wife and dutiful son .are left to inniiin bis 
Ins.s, and ill their yrief they have the .sym- 
pathy of the whole eoniinunity.
